LONDON,  April  14.— Reuters  Tele- 
gram Company's  Tenedoa  correspondent 
tnlegraphing   on    Tuesday    says: 

"The  British  torpedo  boat  destroyer 
Renard  entered  the  Dardanelles  yester- 
day on  a  scouting  mission  and  ran  up 
the  Straits  at  high  speed  for  over  ten 
miles.  penetrating  the  waterway, 
probably  farther  than  any  British  ships 
have  yet  done.

Several  days  ago  the  Russians  cap- 
tured a  position  which  gave  them 
command  of  a  road  leading  to  the  rear 
of  Uzsok  pass,  but  since  then  the  Teu- 
tonic allies  have  checked  the  move- 
ment in  this  direction.  The  import- 
ance of  the  Carpathian  operations  is 
indicated  by  tho  half-hearted  actions 
reported  from  the  other  sections  on  the 
long  Eastern  front,  where  even  the 
counter-offensive  tn  East  Gallcia,  which 
evidently  was  planned  to  divert  the 
Russians  from  the  passes,  seems  to 
have  been  prosecuted  with  , little  en- 
ergy. 

The  people  of  the  Dual  Monarchy  are 
said  to  be  greatly  cheered  by  the  num- 
ber of  German  reinforcements  passing 
through  Budapest  on  the  way  to  the 
Carpatjilan  front  to  take  part  In  the 
operations,  tvhlch  are  now  believed  to 
be  In  charge  of  the  German  general 
staff.  The  whole  campaign  in  the  East 
pivots  oh  Uzsok  pass,  where  the  Aus- 
tro-German  forces  are  in  such  great 
strength  that  the  efforts  of  the  Rus- 
sians to  reach  the  Hungarian  plains 
are  llkelv   to   be  prolonged. 

Qnlst  ia  Wast 

In  the  West  the  French  apparently 
are  satisfied  with  ttieir  recent  siic- 
oesses  between  the  Meiise  and  the  Lor- 
raine fronUf^JV-Ahd  claim  only  to  have 
eome  In  contact  with  the  German  en- 
tanglements In  thle  regloti.  The  offi- 
cial German  reports  assert  that  deter- 
mined attacks  by  the  Fretich  hove  been 
repulsed  along  this  sector. 

Probably  no  session  of  the  British 
Parliament  since  the  openlrig  of  war 
has  been  awaited  with  keener 
Interest  than  the  sitting  which  will 
begin  tomorrow.  A  "dry"  England, 
unknown  except  for  a  period  of  two 
years,  150  years  ago.  Is  not  beyond  the 
posstbilltlea,  but  the  Government  has 
given  not  the  slightest  official  hint  as 
to  what  action  may  be  expected  In  Its 
undoubted  determlnatlpq  to  attack  the 
problem  of  restricting  the  consumption 
of   alcoholic    liquors.

It  Is  understood  that  his  reqtieat  In- 
cluded a  petition  for  permission  to  go 
Into  drydock  immediately.  Until  thia 
is  granted  the  Kronprinz  will  remain  at 
anchor  in  the  James  River.

GO  INTO  PEPT 


Correspondence,  Banking  Busi- 

■    ness,  Proprietory  Medicines 

and  Railway  Ticl<ets  Affected 

by  New  Source  of  Revenue. 


Pull  partloulars  In  regard  to  the  In- 
auguration of  war  tax  stamps  have 
been  received  at  the  Post  Office,  and  the 
regulations  will  be  placed  in  effect  to- 
morrow. The  stamps  will  be  of  two 
denominations,  one  and  two  cents,  and 
will  be  surcharged  with  the  words 
"War  Tax." 

The  tax  is  to  be  prepaid  by  the  send- 
ers by  means  of  the  war  stamps  for  sale 
by  postmasters  ahd  vendors  of  postage 
stamps.  In  the  event  of  neglect  to  affix 
the  required  war  stamps,  the  letters  will 
be  sent  to  the  dead  letter  office.

The  Inland  Revemiei  Department  had 
also  been  notified  to  collect  a  war  tax 
on  perfumery  and  proprietary  or  patent 
medicines.  The  tax  will  be  one  cent  on 
any  bottle  or  packnere  the  retail  price 
of  which  is  25:  cents  or  less,  and  far 
each  additional  25  cents  or  fraction 
thereof  there  will  be  an  additional 
charge  of  ono  cent.

When  It  Is  broken,  a 
settlement  should  be  possible,  couserv- 
Ing  the  political  welfare  of  all  peoples 
conoeraed.  Freedom  for  all  national- 
ities is  the  Icieal,  and  I  sec  no  reason 
w^hy  it  should  not  be  substantially 
realised. 

If  the  Allies  win— if  Germany,  who 
has  carried  her  military  Dreparations  to 
a  pitch  heretofore  unknown,  flnda  her- 
self beaten — I  do  not  imagine  any  na- 
tion In  the  future  will  be  likely  to  pin 
Its  faith  In  armaments.  If  Germany, 
armed  as  she  was  armed,  could  not  win. 
how  could  any  nation  hope  to  win  by 
means  of  arms?  I  am  hopeful  that  the 
world  as  a  result  of  this  war  will  get 
rid  of  at  least  a  part  of  tlie  burden  of 
armaments.  1  am  hopeful  that  civiliza- 
tion Is  going  to  do  something  to  defend 
Itself  against  war. 

We  now  know  that  the  effects  of  war 
cannot  be  tooalised.  We  know  tliat  two 
considerable  powers  cannot  fight  with- 
out IntUcting  disturbance  and  loss  On 
the  whole  world.  Ueflnlte  knowledge  is 
necessary  to  dchnite  action.  I  believe 
that  the  world  is  going  to  organize  it- 
self that  no  nation,  out  of  ambition  or 
fear,  or  because  of  any  other  Influence 
or  motive,  will  be  permitted  to  go  to 
war.        This      means      that      differences 


swmehow  must  be  settled  by  arbitration; 
If  the  world  had  been  so  organized  last 
July,  Germany  could  not  have  refused 
to  accept  our  proposal  for  a  peaceful 
settlement  o-f  the  issues  at  stake. 

I  feel  certain  it  can  be  settled  satis- 
factorily. In  any  case,  I  imagine  the 
Dardanelles  and  the  Hosphorus  will  be 
open  to  the  merchant  ships  of  all 
nations.  What  a  glorious  thing  it 
would  be  for  Germany  and  for  every- 
one else,  if  she  dealt  with  the  Kiel 
Canal  as  America  has  dealt  with  the 
Panama  Canal,  and  then  settle  down  to 
flfty  years  of  peace,  industry  and  re- 
form! If  she  did  this— abandoned  all 
her  ideals  of  war  as  a  means  of  ir^tting 
on — I  do  not  think  the  future  would 
suggest  to  her  any  reason  to  return  to 
the  discarded  system.

JIblr.  Bowser  made  it  abundantly  clear, 
one  would  suppose,  that  his  purpose  In

'■:i'WlO  and  what  1h  Mr.  Arthur  Ruhl, 
who  writes  so  glibly  In  Collier' ,s  Weekly. 
of  "Germany  After  ."^Ix  AIoiiiiin'  War- 
fare?" Does  Ills  name  smai.U  of  Hit- 
Teuton?  At  all  events,  his  article  shown 
plainly  the  trend  of  his  sympathies, 
though  he  would  have  us  believe  he  is 
a  plain  American  citizen  with  very 
little  knowledge  of  the  Oei'man  tongue. 
Be  gives  its  a  rese-colored  picture  of 
Germany's  capital  as  it  was  ^when  he 
wrote  his  article  some  three  months,  or 
less,  ago,  of  the  gaiety,  .the  confidence 
of  a  well-fed  people.  Since  then,  how- 
ever, there  have  been  happenings,  and 
possibly  the  feeling  two  months  ago 
that  the  advance  of  the  Russians  was 
nothing  more  dangerous  than  a  stam- 
pede of  range  cattle,  has  glyen  place  to 
a  different  emotion-  Perhaps  the  Ber- 
lincrs,  who  can  stiil  attend  theatres  and

One  of  the  rcsulls  at  the  war  may  he 
the  placing  uf  the  metalliferous  indus- 
try in  British  ('niumbla  upon  a  baals 
far  more  iidvantageoua  to  the  Province 
than  has  hitherto  been  within  the 
bounds  of  present  possibility.  A  very 
short  conversation  with  Mr.  Carnegie, 
the  British  rjovernment  e.xpert.  Was 
only  n««es«ary  to  convince  any  one  that 
he  is  approaching  this  very  Important 
question  from  a  broad  and  atafesmen- 
llke  standpoint.  We  print  In  our  news 
columna  this  morning  some  expressions 
of  opinion  from  the  Attbrney-(l«n«ral 
as  to  the  significance  of  the  vlftil  of  that 


tt  inrift  sieve  a  lojt  itifi  tlme^  ooluihtMi  of 
speculatldn  and  m^  heart  burning  if 
the  iiefttrai  nations  iri'tVo  at  a  fealtza- 
tlon  tit  tli«  fttet,  that  tlie  peace  which 
Will  «hd  thdft^ent  war  will  be  dictat- 
ed by  the  Allies.  Last  .September  Count 
Bernsfofff,  the  German  Ambassador  nt 
■W^ashlnfiton,  endeavored,  at  the  behest 
of  his  Government,  to  ascertain  upon 
what  tonus  ilu-  ,\1Upk  w6uM  be  willing 
to  make  peace.  Obviously  the  Gorman 
purpose  was  to  And  rtnt  exactly  what 
was  the  strcngtli  of  the  Triple  Entente. 
This  object,  was  accomplished  beoauso 
Russia,  Frani'e  and  Britain  conoliided 
an  ii«rreoment  that  no  one  of  the  eoun- 
trlcs  should  make  imi.-i  v.-irinnii  jiio 
consent  of  the  olhcr^'.  The  presrtit 
talk  about  peace  proposals  Is  also 
probably  of  Oeiman  Inspiration.  Some 
dispatohos  recently  have  «poken  of  tho 
poBslbliity  of  Kussia  concluding  a 
separate  peace  With  Austria,  but  Vienna 
has  officially  denied  that  there  Is  any 
truth  In  these  reports.  His  Hollnes.s, 
who  was  reported  as  the  po».4|ble  Inter- 
mediary in  the  premises,  has  also  ofti- 
clally  tlGiilcd  Ihat  his  Inriiienoe  hat  been 
reriuested. 

Tho  talk  of  peace  pniposnls  must  re- 
niftlti  distinctly  premature  until  sueh 
time  as  the  Allies  have  won  an  over- 
whelmingly decisive  victory  over  ihe 
enemy.  After  what  the  Czar  of  llussia, 
M.  Polnoarc,  Premier  Asqulth.  Sir  Kd- 
ward  Grey,  and  every  responsible 
Minister  of  the  triple  Entente  have 
paid,  not  once,  but  many  times,  there  la 
only  one  of  two  ways  In  which  peace 
can  be  brought  about.  Either  Germany 
must  he  utterly  beaten,  or  she  must 
sue  for  peace  and  bo  willing  to  accept 
such  terms  as  the  Allies  will  Impose. 
If  neutrttl  nations  hail  proveft  more  ef- 
fective giiardlans  of  international  law 
(heir    efforts    to    liiteirst    themselvcM    In 


peace  proposals  wouid  be  viewed  with 
less  suspicion.  Uui  the  maimer  In  which 
The  liaKuu  and  Geneva  (''nnv^ntlons 
have  lieen  violated,  time  and  nsatn, 
without  a  word  of  protest  being  beard 
from  those  countries  tvhose  voices 
should  have  been  loudest  In  support  of 
thoir  enforcement  In  a  sorry  com- 
mentary on  the  interpretation  put  upon 
present  day  neutrality.  We  ask  In  all 
solemn  oarneslncsa  what  tfuuiantee 
Is  there  that  peace  overtures  would  he 
effectlxo  coming-  from  nations  who 
have  given  their  tacit  cousenl  to  the 
most  flagrant  violations  of  the  laws 
they  were  parties  to  framing  and  In 
the  enforcement  of  M'hich  they  were 
joint  overseers? 

Ail  talk  of  peace  that  bus  arisei) 
during  the  past  eight  months  has  been 
ctiKlneered  from  Berlin.  The  Uerman 
authorities,  since  ihey  have  roaliseil 
the  hopelessness  of  the  ultimate  vlc- 
tor.v  of  their  armies,  'are  anxious  to 
make  the  vvar  a  draw  umi  to  hold  the 
territory  they  have  won  as  compensa- 
tion for  the  colonies  they  hav^  lost. 
Any  peace  proposalg  that  il|liM  %  ad- 
vanced at  this  moment  by  any  neutral 
nations  could  only  balance ^the  matter 
from  tho  dispassionate  standpoint  of 
the  gain  or  loss  of  territory.  If  Ger- 
many were  forced  to  give  up  Belgium 
and  the  areas  she  holds  In  France  and 
Poland  by  a  premature  peace  It  is  very 
certain  that  she  would  demand  her 
quid  pro  quo.  No  international  peace 
commission  could  refuse  to  Germany 
the  right  to  regain  What  she  had  lost, 
or 'falling:  this  the  power  to  hold  what 
she  haa  won.  This  Is  the  status,  and 
If  vimed  in  this  way  it  Is  possible  to 
see  that  us  yet  peace  is  not  In  sight. 
Not  until  Belgium  has  been  cleared  of 
the  enemy  and  his  armies  driven  out  of 
France  and  Poland,  and  in  addition 
oowponaaHon    paid — 1« — the    form    of    an 


indemnity  large  enough  to  palliate,  if 
not  make  good,  the  terrible  suffering 
caused  by  the  Invader,  can  the  end  of 
the  war  be  reached.  Giermany's 
colonial  empire  and.  her  dreams  of 
wresting  «ea  supremacy  from  Britain 
must  vanish  with  this  war.  Otherwise 
her  menace  to  the  peace  of  the  WOrld 
remains,  unless  it  is  possible,  by  a 
process  of  education  to  wean  her  people 
from  the  thoughts  Of  seif-aggrandlse- 
ment.  All  Indications  are  that  it  is  by 
force  of  arms,  and  this  only,  that  the 
end  of  the  war  can  be  braulrht  in  view. 
Men  and  munitions  are  the  means  that 
Lord  Kitchener  and  Sir  John  French 
are  continually  demanding,  And  wheh 
these  have  been  supplied  in  sufficiently 
great  quantities  the  final  page  of  <be 
"Greatest  Adventure"  in  history  will  be 
written.

The  theft  wa«  committed  on  tlie  niijlil 
of  April  4  and  Detectives  Turner, 
Sicillano  and  McDonald,  after  a  week's 
hard  work  traced  It  to  tlie  two  piison- 
er.s,  wiio  wore  arrested  on  Monday. 
The  greater  part  of  the  stolen  good.s, 
which  consisted  of  125  tubes  of  cocaim', 
morphine  and  ht-roln,  were  found  In  a 
liole  uniler  the  stairs  In  the  home  of 
.Tolmson. 

In  acitnowledglng:  the  olTenoe.  John- 
son made  a  complete  confession  of  tlie 
manner  in  which  the  burglary  had  been 
committed.

A ''  sweeping  denial  of  the  charge 
against  him  was  made  by  Chee  Kea 
He  disclaimed  any  knowledge  of  the 
uses  of  the  drugs,  any  share  in  the 
burglary,  and  anything  more  than  a 
nodding  acquaintance  with  Johnson.

The  shingle  industry  is  very  brisk 
just  now,  and  steps  are  beini::  taken  by 
some  of  the  lumbermen  to  secure -ton- 
nage In  order  to  handle  export  cargoes 
to.  France  and  Belgium  in  anticipation 
of  the  great  demand  for  lumber  In  E!u- 
rope  when  the  War  end&  • 

The  Provincial  Government  has  just 
occupied  a  new  marine  depot  on  Val- 
de«  Island,  which  is  utilised  for  "the 
accommodation  of  a  fleet  of  thirty-two 
boats,  which  are  -  used  in  the  timber 
cepartment  for  its  fire  protection,  pa- 
t.-ol  and  tlmbtr  cruising  services.  'The 
depot  is  on  the  route  of  the  Tnain8t«>am- 
shlp  lines  to  Alaska  and  th«  North,  and 
'besides  being  a  central  point  for  tho. 
vessels  to  tneet  and  outfit  there  are 
important  economies  effected  lb  the 
Vay  of  purchasing  supplies  and  fuel.

The  eommunicauons 
relative  to  this  matter  were  forwarded 
to  Sir  Qflorge  E.  Foster,  who  acknowl- 
edged  them  with  an  expression  of  ob- 
ligation for  the  information. 

The  rallwoby  freights  committee  pre> 
Denied  a  report  of  their  activities,  prln- 
'dpally  of  their  conference  with  Mr.  »v. 
B.  I«nlgan,  general  freights  agent  of 
the  C.  P.  R.  last  week,  the  discussion  In- 
volving the  consideration  of  various 
matters  of  great  Importance  to  the  city 
and  Vancouver  Island.  AsSong  the  most 
important  points  discussed  was  the 
change  In  the  dividing  line  beyond 
■  Yhtch  Victoria  eHJoyg-e<iuftil^  of  ratei 
with  the  Mainland  coast  points.  The 
dividing  line  was  formerly  at  North 
Bend,  but  had'  been  changeA  to  Revel- 
stoke  as  a  compromise  to  the  board's 
argtng  that  Spenee's  Bridge  De  mode^ 
the   dividing   line. 

Some  correspondence  was  read  in  con- 
nection with  the  pilotage,  consequent 
upon  'complaints  that  rates  charged 
were  excessive  for  the  services  ren- 
dered by  the  pilots.  It  is  well  known 
that  pilotage  charges  In  Victoria  are 
compulsory  and  are  lower  tlian  at  other 
points  on  the  Coast.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  services  rendered  In  nearly  all  cases 
are  nominal  and  in  many  cases  pilotage 
Is  charged  when  no  services  are  ren- 
dered. This  condition  Is  a  result  of  the 
sy.stem  of  compulscry  pilotage.  The 
Board  of  Trade  has  always  advocated 
non-compulsory  pilotage.  This,  how- 
ever, will  be  contrary  to  the  Shipping 
Act,  and  the  bill,  which  had^  been  in- 
troduced in  the  Dominion  House  of  Par- 
liament, provides  for  the  necessary 
amendment.  It  will  be  necessary  to  ar- 
range some  temporary  relief,  otherwise 
Victoria  freights  will,  be  carried  past 
this  port  and  shipped  back  from  Puget 
Soun^and  the  Mainland  ports  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  To  show  how  important 
ft  is  that  something  should  be  done  it 
may  be  .ttated  that  the  cost  of  pilotage 
in  many  oases  Is  70  cents  on  the  ton 
and  it  can  hajrdly  betexpected  that  ship- 
owners will  submit  to  such  a  curtail- 
ment of  their  profits  when  not  only 
would  transshipment  to  another,  port  be 
cheaper,  but  woul^  be  a  saying  of  time. 
This  matter  Is  in  the  hands  of  a  special 
committee  to  whom  the  correspondence 
was  referred. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the  nom- 
inations for  officers  of  the  council  of 
th*  board  of  arbitration  were  laid  tipon 
the  table. 

It  was  announced  that  at  tha  annual 
meeting  which  is  to  be  held  on  Frldiiy 
afternoon  the  Hon,  William  R.  Ross, 
Minister  of "  lAnds,  will  reply  to  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  board.  An  invitation 
has  been  sent  to  His  Honor  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor to  address  the  meeting.

Council  Will  Be  Able  to 
Strike  Tax  Rate  for  Year— 
Reduction  Will  Be  Made. 


within   the   next    week   City   Assessor 
.Northcott      will      give      the      finishing 

acsessment  roll,  and  t)n  the  22nd  inet., 
the  last  date  by  which  he  must  have 
the  roll  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, his  final  figures  will  be  available. 
The  net  reduction  in  the  aggregate  fig- 
ures for  land  and  Improvements  will 
be  between  $8,000,000  and  $9,000,000,  the 
arseagor  having '  recently  given  that 
amount  as  the  likely  decrease  under  last 
year's  figures.  The  necessity  of  read- 
justments In  the  assessments  of  a  large 
number  of  properties  has  given  the  as- 
sessor considerable  labor,  but  the 
changes  will  undoubtedly  result  in  a 
xr.ore  equitable  apportionment  of  assess- 
able values  In  some  sections.  The  as- 
ecssment  notices  are  ready  for  nmlling, 
and  will  be  sent  out  immediately.  Com- 
plnlttts  against  the  assessor's  figures 
can  be  made  by  property  owners  at  the 
Court  of  Revision,  the  date  of  which 
win  be  fixed  as  soOxi  as  thfr  roll  has 
tt^n.  returned  to  the  Council. 

The  annual  Expenditures  by-law  had 
been  settled  for  some  time,  and  once 
the  roll  has  been  revised  the  tax  rate 
for  tho  year  can  be  struck  It  Is  the 
l.ope  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
that  with  practically  the  same  assess- 
ment as  last  year,  and  a  considerable 
reduction  is  expenditures,  the  tinx  levy 
niay  be  considerably  redticed  this  year.

During  the  past  iTew  years'  the  de- 
partment has  made  efforts  to  etlmn- 
laie  the  cuUlv,<»tlon  of  alfalfa,  corn  and 
other  forage  crops,  with  tho  re-sult  tliat 
Inrge  tractfi  of  land  are  being  .seeded  lo 
these  varieties.  It  has  been  found  tliat 
the  same  area  as  Is  suitable  for  the 
ptnducllon  of  fruit  i.>5  adapted  to  the 
growth  of  alfalfa  and  corn.

What  kind  of  nurses  should  be  sent 
from  Canada  with  the  contingenta? 
Happily  the  question  had  been  settled 
almost  as  soon  as  the  war  began.  Xone 
may  accompany  the  aoldiers  except 
graduate  nurses  who  have  proved  to 
some  extent  their  fltneas  for  special 
duty. 

No  one  knows  better  than  the  trained 
nurse  what  depends  on  the  akiil.  the 
firmness,  the  Iknowledge  and  the  f Alt  h- 
fulness  of  the  hospital  nurses.  Only 
they  can  have  any  conception  of  the 
severity  of  tlie  Wounds  and  of  the  d|ffl> 
culty  of  dressing  them.  '  Even  the  ordi- 
nary surgical  aurse.  however  adept, 
will  have  much  to  learn  by  experience 
when  she  reaches  the  base  hospitals,  to 
which  all  but  the  most  hopeless  cases 
are  sent  That  the  greatest  profes- 
sional skill  and  the  highest  moral  qual- 
ities are  necessary  for  nurses  who  un- 
dertake to  ser\e  In  the  military  hos- 
pitals must  be  apparent  to.  anyone  who 
thinks.  The  greatest  good  will  j»ot 
take  the  'Plaoe  of  training,  but  4t  the 
same  time  the  most  skllfiil  nurs«  will 
fall  far  short  of  efRciency  should  she 
lack  sympathy,  cheerfulness  and  in- 
flnlte  patience.  If  the  time  should  come 
in  Canada,  as  It  has  apparently  come  In 
Great  Britain,  when  there  is  a  call  for 
women  wbo  have  not  reeeivi^  full 
training,  but  who  are  preparing  them- 
selves for  usefulness  as  faat  aa  pos- 
aible.  the  tank  of  the  MlUtla  Depart- 
raent  will   be  '  more  difficult.

"Peter  Pan"  or  the  "Blue  Bird."  tewla 
Carroll's  delightful  story,  "Alice  In 
Wonderland"^  has  lately  been  drama- 
tized by  Miss  Alice  Gleratenberg  and ' 
been  played  In  New  Toric  la  a  notice 
of  the  play  The  New  York  Outlook 
says: 

"Her  play  (a  little  more  tban  -  a 
selection  of  scenes  from  the.  two,  books. 
'Alice  in  Wonderland'  and  'Through 
the  Looking  Gla^s.'  and  a  conversion  of 
the  language  of  those  two  stofle«  into 
dramatio"  form. 

"The  play  has  been  aaid  to  Ifte^ 
unity.  It  wOtild  have  been  inarttatlo, 
if  it  liaia  not  lacked  unity.  Itisa  pbr- 
tratture  of  a  child's  dream,  and.  drearaa 
almost  always  lack  unity.  The  play 
may  be  said  to  consist  of  little  more 
than  a  succession  of  taUaaux,  in  which 
the  figures  both  talk  and  act— -tableaux 
whieb  have  no  apparent  connection  than 
in  the  fact  that  Alice  is  herself  the 
centre  of  everyone,  a  fact  indispensable 
to  the  play,  since  the  acting  represents 
what  she  sees  and  hearii  in  her  dream. 

"The  play  la  exceedingly  well  staged, 
and  the  parts  from  the  Bed  Queen  to 
tbo  Cheahire  Cat  are  alt  well  taken. 
Miss  Vivian  Tobin  portraya  Alice  don- 
derfully  well.  Whether  she  is  simply 
a  charming  girl  of  twelve  years  of  age 
and  has  only  the  difficult  part  of  simply 
l)eing  herself  in  a  delightful  uncon- 
sciousness of  the  audience,  or  whether 
she  is  really  a  trained  and  skillful 
actress,  we  do  not  Itnow.  The  various 
moods  of  Alice,  her  bewilderment,  her 
surprise,  her  vexation,  her  amusement 
were  all  wonderfully  expressed  by  hw 
changing  facial  axpresslon."

DISPLAYED  INGENUITY 

WITH  WIRELESS  GEAR 

The  ingenuity  of  the  ofllcers  of  the 
German  auxiliary  cruiser  Prlnz  Kitei 
P'rledrlch  is  praised  by  Captain  W.  J. 
King,  master  of'  tlie  British  bark  In- 
vorcoe,  one  of  the  victims  of  the 
cruiser,  in  an  Interview  appearing  in 
the  Sydney,  Cape  Breton,  Record.  The 
Invercoo  was  bound  from  thf^  Columbia 
Kiver  for.  the  United  Kiagdom  with  a 
cargo  of  wheat  when  captured  and  sunk 
by  the  ElteU  In  part  the  interview  la 
as  follows; 

"They  overlook  no  bets,"  he  said. 
"They  are  on  the  Job  every  minute,  and 
they  have  had  the  luck  of  a  fat  China- 
man. But  their  alertness  may  have 
had  something  to  do  with  their  Iwik  in 
avoiding  the  warships  of  their  enemies. 

"Do  you  know  what  they  did  with 
their  wireless?  Well,  I'll  tell  you. 
They  rigged  up  an  eight-foot  kite,  used 
the  thinly  drawn  wire  of  Lord  Thomp- 
flon'a  sounding  mnchlne,  made  this 
fast  to  the  kite  and  attached  to  It  the 
wireless  receiver.  Then  every  night 
they  would  aend  up  this  kite  and  catch 
every  bit  of  wireless  that  was  going. 
Their  wireless  could  send  only  900 
miles,  but  by  the  use  of  this  kite  ar- 
rangement  they   could    hear   up    to    2,500 

miles,      r'   ■. 

"The  wireless  news  that  was  picked 
up  in  this  way  was  written  out  In 
German  and  put  up  on  a  bulletin 
board.  In  that  way  we  heard  all  about 
the  forcing  of  the  Dardanellea,  the  Are 
on  board  the  Touraine  and  other  cur- 
rent news. 

"These  kites  had  to  be  flown  against 
the  wind,  and  on  sending  them  up  the 
course  of  the  ship  had  to  be  altered  so 
as  to  bring- the  wind  ahead. 

"They  lost  sixteen  of  these  kites  dur- 
ing the  time  I  waa  on  board,  that  being 
duo  to  the  wind  suddenly  shlftirt;;  nnd 
the  kites  tumbling  down  Into  the 
water.  But  they  had  material  ehough 
on  board  to  make  as  many  more  as 
they   wanted."

8ld©  by  side  on  stretohore  they  lay 
while  the  surgeon  bound  up  their 
wounds  after  hay)ng  extracted  the 
bullet  from  thitf||j|r  .^  Where  it  had 
lodged.  Then  dtljllr  patleivls  claimed 
his  attention,  bUti  he  had  hardly  left 
the  pair  when  he  heard  a  sound  of 
ecurfiliig-.  I.ooUiiig  round,  he  was 
amazed  to  see  the  wounded  comrades 
pummeling  one  another  us  hard  tis 
their  injuries  would  allow,  .\fter  they 
were  separated  he  learnt  that  the  quar- 
rel was  for  possession  of  the  bullet 
tiiut  had  injured  bolli.

"What  are  your 
duties?"  "We  listens  for  the  hen  cack-

A  company  was  on  trer.ch  duty,  and 
when  darkness  oame  a  proportion  of 
efllcers  and  men  crept  Into  the  dugouts 
tj  secure  some  sleep.  The  night  whs 
bitterly  cold,  and  the  trendies  ankle 
ciccp  In  mud.  In  the  trenches  boots  may 
not  be  taken  off.  The  officers  use 
sleeping  bags — commonly,  for  obvious 
reasons,  known  as  "flea  bags" — in  order 
to  se'cure  warmth.  Two  had  settled 
themsolve.s  in  a  narrow  dugout,  when  a 
third  crept  in  between  them  minus  his 
"Ilea  bag."  .^^nuggllng  between  the 
edges  of  the  "flea  batts"  on  eltlier  siJe, 
he  was  soon  fast  asleep,  but  he  snored 
PS  salvation  Yeo  In  "Westward  Ho:" 
used  to  swear,  "awful."  Irate  digs  In 
the  ribs  soon  rouse^l  him  up.  and  |ie 
v.as  asked  had  he.  not  a  "flea  bag"  of 
his  own?  and  couldn't  he  sleep  In  an- 
other dug-out?  He  was  a.  eleanly,  econ- 
omical soul,  and  explained  that  he 
r-uUl  not  put  muddy  boots  in  his  good 
"ilea  bag,"  and  cynically  added  that  he 
preferred  to  disturb  others  than  to 
Ulrty  the  said  article.  All  three  were 
lK<»om  friends,  and  a  few  soldierly  oaths 
nac^  no  difference  to  their  friendship.

Arenas.  Secure  in  a  neutral  port  from 
any  harm  that  might  have' befallen  her 
at  the  hands  of  the  fugitive  raider,  the 
ICpsom  lay  at  anchor  within  a  mile  of 
the  Dresden  at  r-unta  .\renaB,  at  which 
port  the  Dresden  put  In  hurriedly  for 
coal  and  supplies  following  the  destruc- 
tion of  Admiral  von  Spec's  scjuadron  oft 
Port  Stanley   early  in   December. 

It  is  claimed  by  the  -Epsom's  of- 
ncers  that  the  Dresden  stayed  at  Punta 
Arenas  for  thirty  hours  in  taking  on 
hunkers  and  supplies,  despite  the  fact 
that  under  International  rules  of  war- 
fare she  was  -supposed  to  'leave  within 
twenty-four    hours.  ., 

The  commander  of  the  Dresden  and  a 
party  of  officers  went  ashore  at  the
